Congressman Hoir Speaks to the 
Largest Audience Ever Assem­ 
bled 111 the City. 


Great Enthusiasm Aroused by 
Hot Shot Scattered by the 
Eloquent Speaker.

The Meeting Proceeded by a Rig Torch 
Light Procession and Parade. 


An Eloquent Appeal to the American 
People. 


Hundreds of People, Loyal Men, Wo­ 
men and Children Turn out at the 
Ratification Meeting—An Attempt 
to Break up the Meeting by the Cry 
of “Fire” Proves Fruitless. 


Brainerd has never s« *en such a 
demonstration as was witnessed on 
Tuesday evening last. 
The people of 
Brainerd and Crow Wing county have 
discovered that 
the distinguished 
descendant of old Tippecanoe, of all 
the candidates whose names were 
presented at the Chicago convention, 
was their choice for president. From 
the day on which he was nominated 
up to the present time the enthusiasm 
has steadily increased and it cul­ 
minated in the demonstration 
of 
Tuesday evening. It was the first 
big gun of the season for Brainerd 
and even the elements smiled on tin* 
affair. Thousands of men, women 
and children on the streets, with wav­ 
ing flags and bands of music were 
some of the outward signs of jubilee. 
For some days the committee had 
been laboring to complete the ar­ 
rangements. Incoming trains brought 
people from Yerndale, with their 
suberb 
hand, 
Wadena, 
Motley, 
Gull River, Little Falls. Fort Rip- 
ley, Aitkin and other neighboring 
towns. Long lief ore the meeting the 
mammoth opera house was tilled to 
overflowing and the spectacle was an 
impressive one, a veritable sea of faces. 
The stage was draped in the national 
colors and over it a glorious canopy 
of stars and -tripos, and the effect was 
like several Fourths of July thrown 
together. 
THE PROCESSION, 
One of the notable features of the 
demonstration was the splendid pro­ 
cession which formed in front of 
Sleeper block, in which the Republi­ 
can headquarters are located, at 8:15 
p. m. The Yerndale band of eighteen 
pieces headed the column, directly 
behind them came the Brainerd hand. 
Immediately following 
the hands 
came the Harrison and Morton march­ 
ing club in new uniforms with torcli**s 
and in the rear a hundred loyal Re­ 
publicans who were unable to procure 
uniforms in time to fall in with the 
marching club. Numerous transpar­ 
encies with mottoes indicative of Re­ 
publican triumph this fall were also 
a feature. Sidewalks, streels, windows 
and housetops were covered with 
spectators and cheers greeted them at 
every turn 


AT THE OPERA HOUSE. 
At 9 o'clock the vanguard of the 
procession entered the opera house to 
the Chwring music from the band. 
Suspended from the stage was a large 
portrait of Benjamin Harrison in full 
view of the audience, and with all 
truth it can be said that he was the 
most distinguished guest of the even­ 
ing. On the stage were the Hon. R. 
G. Horr, Capt. C. L. Spaulding. Judge 
Fleming, J. J. Howe and others. Mr. 
Spaulding, president of the Republi­ 
can club, finally arose and in fitting 
terms opened the meeting. 
After 
alluding to the importance of the 
present campaign, and the signs of 
victory that pervaded the very air. he 
introduced the speaker of the even­ 
ing, the Hon. Roswell G. Horr. 
The 
cheering was deafening as Mr. Horr 
stepped to the front of Ihe platform. 
His speech in substance was as fol­ 
lows: 
A man would lie peculiarly con­ 
stituted who would be unmoved by a 
greeting like this. 
1 expected a fair 
turnout not all Brainerd and till crea­ 
tion besides. 
What little there is of 
me, I am a Republican, and 1 shall 
discuss issues,to-night from a Repub­ 
lican standpoint. 
I also want to say 
to every Demcrat here to-night I am 
going to tell you the truth. 
I have 
been a Republican so long I could not 
tell anything else. 
I was a delegate 
to the Republican convention at Chi­ 
cago. I would like to have nominated 
a soldier of my own state. 
The con­ 
vention overruled me, hut just as good 
a soldier was nominated after all. 
There were many things done at that 
convention of which Americans may 
be proud. 
For one thing, they sent a 
message to that great chieftain who 
has just fought the greatest battle of 
his life since the one he fought when 
he made that famous ride to Win­ 
chester. 
Another thing was to send 
congratulations to the great nation of 
Brazil, which had 
just abolished 
slaverv. And so was liberated the 
last slave on American soil. 
It is 
good to belong to a party that always 
stands up for liberty. Did anybody 
notice the message of our present 
president to the nation of Brazil? He 
said he hoped they would find the fu­ 
ture would hear them out in what they 
had 
done. 
[Laughter, j 
Another 
thing that was said in that platform i 
was m favor of the freedom of the ] 
ballot box. In several localities of j 
this country they have tried to thwart j 
the will of the people. They tried it 
in Cincinnati, and several Democrats 
were sent to the penetentiary. 
They 
tried it in Chicago and several more 
Democrats were sent up. 
Strange 
that it is always the Democrats that 
do this. 
The next question was the great 
question of protection to American 
industry. 
That convention said that 
they were in favor of building up 
America first and the rest of the world 
afterwards. 
It said Americans should 
run America. 
Now, when Harrison 
was nominated I never heard a peep 
from England in favor of him. When­ 
ever I hear of England wanting any­ 
thing for ns in a commercial way, that 
is always just what I don't want. 
I 
have always found England looking 
out for herself, and never looking out 
for anybody else. Look at the way 


she has treated Ireland, and driven 
her people to beggary. And it is be­ 
cause sho has done that, that Irishmen 
when they come over here do not vote 
the way that England would like them 
to vote. 
I believe in protecting 
American industries. I favor a pro­ 
tective tariff because it enables us to 
pay our workingmen more than the 
get anywhere else. 
But do you thin 
that is robbing the people? I wonder 
if anvbody is here who believes that? 
The bounty on salt in one state made 
the industry grow. The tariff was 
soon put on and the bounty was re­ 
pealed. 
The theory which they 
claim is that 50 cents a barrel was 
added to the cost of salt. But from 
the day we commenced to manufac­ 
ture salt instead of going up it wont 
down. To-day you can buy a barrel 
of salt in the valley where I live for 
50 cents, and it has been cheapened 
under the robbing process of our 
tariff. (Applause.] If we had never 
had that tariff we would never have 
had that competition and the price of 
salt would still be way up. Take an­ 
other industry. 
Take ateel rails. 
Under the process of the tariff they 
have been steadily going down until 
to-day they are $32 a ton in the mar­ 
ket. There is a similar good record 
for silk. 
The Republican party, in 
the light of the past, has conclude! 
that the ln*st thing to do is to protect 
every industry in the United Stab*» . 
Next election President Cleveland will 
find out what the fanners mean by 
free wool. He already knows what 
they think up in Oregon. And I 
would build up not only Minnesota, 
but every state in this great country. 
Think of your mini*« , your great 
forests. Think of what nature has 
done for you hero. Do you think tin* 
Lork would have built the state that 
way if he had supposed it was going 
Democratic ? Your state was built up 
by nature’s God with the intention 
that it should be run by the Republi­ 
can party (laughter]; that it should 
lie occupied by men who know how 
to builu up American industry. 
Another thing we said in that plat 
form was that one thing to lie done 
with that surplus is to build up the 
merchant marine. 
It was also said 
thatwc should strengthen our forts and 
give America standing abroad there­ 
by. And another word was said for 
the soldiers who had fought for this 
country. Now President Cleveland 
is going to hear from theso soldiers 
at the next election. 
He has had 
four years with them, and they will 
make it right with him in about five 
minutes when the time com« *s. 
The 
V>oys don’t like just what Cleveland 
has done in that jx*ni» ion matter. The 
soldiers have an idea that Cleveland’s 
heart is not just right in this matter. 
The soldiers of the countrv are going 
to vote more solidly for Harrison than 
they ever voted for any candidate be­ 
fore. And we also ctoclare for the 
home and for sobriety in that plat­ 
form. 
Mr. Horr’s remarks on the prohibi­ 
tion question were quite pointed and 
he showed conclusively that a vote 
for a prohibition candidate was a di- 
r« *ct vote for democracy. The t*duea- 
tional plank in the platform was dis­ 
cussed at length and he showed that 
in Republican localities the innst 
education existed. 
Gen. Harrison 
was accused of having a grandfather 
by the Democrats, but he was not to 
blame for that; he was one of the 
most clear cut and most honorable 
men in the whole oounty, and he was 
not to blame for being well bred. It 
was not a wonder that the Democrats 
did not like to talk about that fact 
Mr. Horr rejoiced for belonging to a 
party which had a record that could 
bear to lie talked about and scrutini­ 
zed. 
Morton was paid a glowing 
tribute. He did not desire to say 
anything against Thurman either as 
a gentleman or a man of brains. 
In 
fact he was a trifle pleased at the 
Democrats having a few braius at one 
end of their ticket. 
No campaign 
since 1840 had started off and run it- 
.sslf as had the Harrison campaign 
since the Chicago convention. The 
speaker’s words to the old soldier were 
very affective and cheers filled the 
hall. 
At 11 o'clock the speaker 
finished although there was much 
more that he would like to have said. 
The audience was held by Mr. Horr 
during the entire length of the speech 
and could the gentleman nave been 
prevailed upon 
they would have 
listened another hour without weary­ 
ing. Upon leaving the hall the torches 
were lighted and the march taken up 
to the Commercial Hotel where three 
ch« *ers for Harrison 
and Morton, 
three cheers for Mr. Horr and as many 
more for the Yerndale and Brainerd 
bands were given and the line of 
march ended. Everybody was satisfied 
that the glorious ratification meeting 
had been more than a success.

Mr. Horr was entertained at the 
Commercial Hotel. 
Yerndale will uniform their club 
after the style of the Brainerd club. 
The Yerndale band received many 
compliments on their fine appearance. 
The marching club could have been 
swelled to 200 had the uniforms been 
received. 
\V m. M. Dresskell, of this city, 
painted the portrait of Harrison which 
adorned the stage. 
When the parade reached Front 
street on the return one hundred and 
fifty roman candles were fired. 
The 
effect was beautiful. 
Applications for uniforms are being 
received daily and an order will be 
sent in shortly.

How Free Trade Would Work. 
An exchange looks at it in this way: 
If, as it is claimed, free trade would ! 
reduce the cost of living exactly in ^ 
proportion to the r« *ductiou of wages ‘ 
so tnat with work at seventy-five cents 
a day, still it mast l>e a« lmitted tha t, 
it would take him just twice* as long j 
to ¡» ay off a debt already contracted ! 
as it does at present, and as nearly j 
everybody is in debt, it certainly j 
would not be desirable to make the 
chang« *. 
But there is a class that 
would be benefitted by such a m in e -! 
tion. 
The man with actual ready 
cash coulil then, with the same amount 
buy twice as much as he can with it 
now. This is a matter for every poor 
man to consider in the present cam­ 
paign, for every fair minded man 
mast admit that lower tariff or fr« *e 
trade means less remuneration for the 
wage worker than at present. 


T he Journal says that more than 
three times as many people come 
from Germany as oonie from England. 
This is true of England, alone, but 
inasmuch as all Great Britain 
Eng­ 
land, Scotland, Ireland and Wales— 
are alike affected by English fits» 
trade laws, and ought, therefore, to 
be taken togeth« *r in this comparison, 
let us see just what the emigration of 
these countries is. The population of 
Germany is 46,852,780, and Great 
Britain has a population of 35,241,582. 
During the sixty years preceding 
the last compilations, there came from | 
Germany to this country 3,000,000 of 
people, and from Great Britain 4,600,- 
000. In other words protection Ger­ 
many with a ¡Kipulation of nearly 
forty-seven million of souls gives up 
3,000,000 of her people, while free 
trade Great Britain, with only three- 
fourths as much of a population sends 
as 4,600,000. Based upon the popu­ 
lation of these countries the Journal's 
statement is utt« *rly false, and was un­ 
doubtedly made for the pur[>ose of 
nauseating its readers.

RAILROAD DYNAMITERS. 


Arrezt of a Somber of Darlington Emp loyee* 
Charged with Consp iracy. 
For several days the Chicago p ap ers have 
lieen filled with long rep orts of an alleged 
dynamite consp iracy against the Burlington 
railroad; a number of arrests were made, 
and numerous examinations have taken 
p lace. 
An 
outline 
of 
the 
case 
against the members of the Brotherhood 
of Engineers 
and Firemen, 
accused 
of 
comp licity in the p lot against the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy road, was formally p re­ 
sented in court. The statem ent was made 
by United Staff's District Attorney Kwmg, 
up on the arraignment of six of the accused— 
Chief Bauereisen and his comrades, Coding. 
Wilson, Bowles, Broderick and Smith. The 
p resentment caused a great sensation. 
The 
statem ent of the district attorney was ap ­ 
p arently based largely up on a eonf« *sslon of 
one of the six. Alex Smith. The latter sat 
ap art from the other defendants, and dogged­ 
ly declined to la* rep resented by the Brother 
hood attorneys. 
Subsequently Bowk's made a confession bnt 
the text of his squeal was not made p ublic. 
A p reliminary examination followed. 
The 
United States officials; it is said, have de­ 
cided to bring a charge of consp iracy, a 
crime which can be p unished by two years 
imp risonment in the p enitentiary or a fine of 
$ 10,000, or both. Tw o women were brought 
into the court room, and given seats t 
hind the desk. One of them was said to 
be the woman to whom Bowles, though 
a married man, 
made 
love 
while on 
his 
dynam ite 
exp edition 
in 
Indiana, 
and whose p resence in court brought about 
by the p rosecution had 
more than any­ 
thing else induced Bowles to confess 
in 
order to head off a suit for divorce. 
Alex 
Smith, the Aurora brotherhood fireman who 
turned informer, was the first witness called. 
He was interrup ted a t the very outset by 
Lawyer David for the defense, moving th at 
allevidence concerning Informer Bowles to 
stricken out on the ground th at he was not 
now under investigation. David also asked 
to have the testimony of Informer Kelley and 
witness Lloyd nullified liecause thev men­ 
tioned none of the defendants bnt Bowles, 
and the evidence was therefore ineom|*etent. 
District Attorney Ewing contended that it 
would be shown that the dynamite was p ur­ 
chased and delivered by some, at least of the 
defendants. The court let it stand, and then 
Smith was taken off the box, and J. J. K*-1- 
ley, Chairman Hoge's clerk, recalled to a lim- 
ii that his name was Charles Cordell in a 
flirtation he had with two ladies in Chicago 
in 1881. 
Smith was arrested after having lieen sub­ 
jected to a cross examination of great length 
by defendant’s counsel. They failed of their 
p urp ose to get him to contradict himself, 
but did establish the fact that he knew noth­ 
ing about t he dynamite found on the train 
when Broderick, Bowles and Wilson were a r­ 
rested. 
A conference was held a t f ho office of the 
Burlington road, a t which the road was 
rep resented by President Perkins, Vice l'resi- 
dent Beasley, General .Manager Stone, Wirt 
Dexter and J. W, Bly. The other side was 
rep resented by Chief Arthur, of the Loco­ 
motive Engineers; Chief Sargent, of the Loco­ 
motive Firemen, and Alexander Sullivan, 
their attorney. The arrival of Arthur and 
Sargent in Chicago has been kep t a secret 
until the conference was over. Chairmen 
Hoge and Murp hy were also p resent. The 
officials of the two Brotherhoods assured the 
railroadmen that they had nosym p athy with 
dynamiters. At the conference, the strike 
and the situation as it affected the p ublic 
and the p arties to this struggle was dis­ 
cussed. All agreed th a t it would 1m* well if the 
strike could Is* ended. 
President Perkins was 
seen after the conference and said nothing 
was definitely settled. Touching the meeting, 
President Hoge said: 
Prop ositions were submitted by toith sides 
to the controversy, looking toward a settle­ 
ment of the strike. W hat these p rop ositions 
were 1 am not a t liberty to state. They 
have not taken tangible form and will not 
until another conference is held which will lie 
in n few days. 
Mr. Hoge then showed a telegram which 
was sent from Davenp ort to W. F.Gould and 
which read as follows: 
“Owing to certain events the men at this 
p oint decide th a t we had better adop t ex­ 
treme measure.” 
“ This is only one out of many telegrams 
of a similar nature,” said the chairman, 
“ which 
have 
reach'd 
here. 
This 
one 
iH addressed to Chairman Gould, of the Rock 
Island 
grievance committee, 
and 
shows 
which wuv the wind is blowing. He also said 
th at a general meeting of chairmen of griev­ 
ance committees of nearly every line running 
out of Chicago would Is* held, at which action 
will 1m* taken to resent the wholesale arrests 
and p ersecutions which have occurred in Chi­ 
cago during the p ast ten days. 
“ What does the writer of the disp atch 
mean when he sp eaks of extreme measures?” 
was then asked. 
“That remains to be seen. It may mean a 
strike on the roud rep resented or it may 
mean a boycott on the “Q,” which would 
eventually terminate in a strike. The meet­ 
ing will decide th at question.” 
“ Do you think there will Is* a strike?’’ 
“ Well, the men on tlie Grand Trunk, Rock 
Island and North western, among others, are 
very sore of these arrests, and w ill certainly 
sp eak in no uncertain tone wla-n the time 
comes. They do not believe in dynamite; 
neither do they believe in p ersecutions.” 
‘•Will this meeting have the p ower to de­ 
clare a strike w ithout the sanction of Chief 
Arthur?” 
“ Yes. sir: and they will do it if necessary. 
The sup p ort of A rthur is only for its moral 
and financial effect. If any of the systems 
conclude to strike and Arthur refuses to sanc­ 
tion the move, we receive no sup p ort from 
the brotherhood. 
But at the same 
time 
the Chairman of any system can declare a 
strike on th at system, p rovided the brother­ 
hood emp loyed there desire it.” 
In alaterinterview .Chairman Hoge is said to 
have stated th at satisfactory arrangements 
had been made by which the “Q" is not to Is 
subjected to any further molestation grow ing 
out of the strike, which was to Ik-declared off, 
and that the road in turn would cease its 
p rosecution of those arrested for comp licity 
in the dynamite consp iracy, 
A DETECTIVE IN THE BROTHERHOOD. 
Another sensation was sp rung up on the 
defense in the “Q” dynamite case. John Wil­ 
son one of the p risoners who was arrested 
with Broderick and Bowles as an arch con­ 
sp irator and a brotherhood engineer, cooly 
left his seat in the group of w hich Broderick 
and Bauereisen were members, and walked 
over to the side of the room where the p ros*' 
curing attorney sat and took a chair lieside 
Mr. Dawes, with whom he began to chat in 
a friendly manner. Then it was develop ed 
th a t Wilson was not an engineer, not a 
brotherhood man. and not even Wilson. Ilis 
nam<* is John Mulligan, and la* is a Pinker­ 
ton detective, and not only is this the case*, 
but it ap p ears he has had the confidence ol 
all the p risoners ami their attorneys. 
The exp ose was brought about by tfie 
lawyers too closely p ressing the cross-exami­ 
nation of8up t. McGinn, of the Pinkerton 
agency, who was on the witness stand. The 
sup erintendent had the alternative of an 
awkward refusal to answer p ertinent questions 
concerning Wilson, or cause the latter to 
show up in true colors. McGinn chose the 
latter. 
Wilson or Mulligan obeyed a signal, 
and quickly sp rung across the room to the 
side of the p rosecution. 
When the commotion susided, Sup t. Mc­ 
Ginn related the circumstances of Broderick, 
one of the insiiectors, throwing a mysterious 
letter out of the ear window at the time ol 
his arrest, and the subsequent recovery of the 
letter. The motive of Brodierick in ridding 
himself of the missive, and the extreme secret- 
iveuess of the officials in guarding its con­ 
tents is not ap p arent. 
Bowles, the engineer infoimer. was the next 
witness of imp ortance. He liegan by telling 
of a secret meeting of the Brotherhood iu 
Aurora. Witness said: 
t hief Bauereisen made a statem ent th a t we 
should do something; that the comp any was 
getting ahead of us. He said that it would 
not do for him to do anything in regard to 
the use of dynamite, but it could Ik* used with 
good cffi*ct. After the meeting was over 
some conversation p assed Ik*tween him and 
myself, and I made the statem ent to him 
th at I knew how to use it; th at 1 had seen it 
used in the gravel p it. He wanted to know 
if I could get any of it. and I told him I 
thought I could. He told me to go and get 
it. He gave me f 7.50 to get it. 
Bowles was also allowed to exp lain the 
contents of a letter received by him from 
Bauereisen a t NoblesvilJe, enclosing money 
tin*! the instruction to “take p lenty of goods 
to Cresto.” By goods he said dynamite was 
m eant. 
Under cross-examination Bowles admitted 
th at he had fold both attorneys for the de­ 
fense, while in the county jail, that he was 
an innocent man; that la* did not know any­ 
thing of the use of dynamite, and th at ho 
had lied rep eatedly to them and to others as 
to his innocence and about other matters. 
“ But,” he added naively, “I was no to n 
oath then.”

DISEASEFROM BEASTS. 


Tlio fact tha t many of the diseases 
which affect animals tin* capable of 
being contracted by man is no long­ 
er a matter for discussion. We see 
evidences of its truth on till sides and 
we make use of the knowledge in or­ 
der to protect ourselv es from other 
diseases to which mankind is subject. 
Thus we take the matter engendered 
by the cow pox and by inoculating 
ourselv es with it protect ourselv es 
from tha t great scourge of former 
day s—smallpox . It is well known, 
too, tha t Pasteur asserts his ability 
to seeure the immunity of thf human 
subject from hy drophobia by inocula­ 
ting with attenuated hy drophobia 
virus, but it is by no means y et 
proved that his efforts hav e in a sin­ 
gle case lieen successful. The late 
Mr. Darwin relied upon the fact that 
animals are subject to many of the 
diseases which are met within man­ 
kind for one of his ehief argu­ 
ments in fav or of the identity of 
origin of man and those M ow him 
in the scale of creation. Thus not 
only hy drophobia and smallpox , but 
glanders, cholera and certain skin 
diseases, can Is* eommuniented from 
animals to man. In 
addition to 
these strictly contagious affections, 
the lower animals are nubjeet to oth­ 
er diseases to which man is liable. 
Among these are consumption, ca­ 
tarrh, apoplex y , inllamation of the 
liowels and certain affections of the 
brain and spinal cord, causing con­ 
v ulsions, tremor and paraly sis, 


PARASITIC INFECTION. 
Among the most important dis­ 
eases which we contract from the 
lower animals are those which are 
due to parasites of v arious kinds. As 
these sometimes produec fatal results 
and as they are all more or 1* ss pre­

A 
hog that is measly is inhabited, so to 
sjM'jik,

numerous 
organisms, 
called in leurn» *d phraseology c vstioer- I 
cus, or, in the vernacular, bladder 
worm, which name is due to tin* fact 
t lint its body .consists of a vesicle 
which is large enough to Is* visible to 
the inik**d » » y p. This body has a com­ 
parativ ely long neck and a round head 
to which nnmeroUH hooks an* ?it- 
tached, by means of which it can ad­ 
here to any pari of tie* body in which 
it may settle. Besides the hog it is 
frequently met with in sh***p. The* 
chief danger to man arising from the 
ex istence of this imrasite is due to 
tlie fact of its predilection for the hog. 
It is destroy i*d by a teni|» erature of 
1 7 G tlegrees Fahrenheit and as we do 
not often eat our mutton without 
first cooking it (although mutton 
hams dried and smoked are some- 
times taken without lieing cooked) 
we are not very liable to set th**se 
organisms into our sy stem from this 
source. Certain elasses of our impu­ 
tation, however, are in tlie habit of 
eating nork whieh has 1m**ii subjeeted 
to no more thorough cooking than 
such us 1ms Us-ii afforded by the 
smoke house, and this is never suf­ 
ficient 
to 
kill 
the 
cy st ieercus. 
As 
a 
consequence 
tie* 
animal 
obtains a .lodgement in the human 
body and if it is content to umjie its 
way to the museh's and remain there 
quietly it does little or no harm. But 
its habits appear to 1m* migratory , 
and hence it not frequently makes 
.'Xcursions into the ey e or the brain 
or other important organs, giv ing 
rise to serious sy mptoms and fre­ 
quently causing deatli. 
It apjM*jirs 
to hav e a particular liking for the 
brain at'd especially for that most 
important part of this organ—the 
gray matter. Epilepsy , acute mania, 
imbecility and stupor are the conse­ 
quence of its presence 
2« nd death 
usually ends the series of morbid dis­ 
turbances. 
A grejit difficulty in the way of flie 
slice* *ssful 
treatment 
of 
diseases 
caused by cy sticem is is due to the 
fact tha t we hav e no means of recog­ 
nizing their presence in the brain un­ 
til we come to make a post-mortem 
ex amination, the sy mptoms which 
they produce not Is ing distinguisha­ 
ble iluring life from those caused by 
the morbific factors. 
It has, how­ 
ever, Imm-ii removed from the ey e by a 
surgical operation, but we art* not 
warranted in the present sta te of our 
knowledge 
in 
perforating 
the 
skull in a search 
for these jini- 
inals. Prevention,) however, is very 
easy . In the first place, the pork in- 
tended to 1m» eaten should 1m* care­ 
fully ex amined .and, if even if one or 
two cy stieerci should escape observ a­ 
tion, proper cooking would inev ita­ 
bly deprive them of v ita lity . 
It is 
by our own neglect, therefore, tha t 
they ever obtain lodgment in the hu­ 
man body . 
NOT A PLEASANT FELLOW. 
Among the earliest known of hu­ 
man parasites the tapeworm occu­ 
pies a distinguished place. 
Two 
of these animals evince their predi­ 
lection for mail as a 
habitation. 
Both of these sj>eeies hav e heads and 
long sigmented bodies, bnt they are 
not equally troublesome, for while 
one is armed with either two or four 
suckers and with a crown of small 
hooks by means of which it fastens 
itself to its dwelling place and is w ith 
difficulty dislodged, the oilier is un­ 
armed and is therefore more easily 
gotten rid of. The head of either of 
these v arieties is the part from which 
the rest of tlie hotly is developed, 
and therefore, if all the segments 
should be ex pelled, so long as the 
head remained new segments and 
therefor© a new 
body 
would 
lie 
produced. 
The history of the dev elopment of 
the tajM'worm shows that here agjiin 
were man sufficiently careful its ex is­ 
tence within his body would be im­ 
possible, for it is generally , if not in- 
v ariably , though eating flesh infested 
with the embry os and w hich is not 
sufficiently cooked tha t they make 
their entrance into l« is sy stem. From 
what ex act source the animals in 
question abtain the eggs in w hich the 
embry os are contained is not definite­ 
ly known, but when they do get into 


broken the embry os are set free and, 
not finding a congenial house, make 
their way a t once to v arious parts 
of the body , especially the museh's 
and flesh. There they remain quies­ 
cent, reaching no further stage of de­ 
v elopment until they an* eaten by 
man. Then they awaken into activ ­ 
ity , for they now find for the first 
time in their ex istence the food which 
is necessary to enable them to arriv e 
at maturity . 
The armed tapeworm comes to us 
through the pig, while the unarmed 
is acquired from eating the raw or 
imperfiv fly cooked flesh of the ox . 
This latter is frequently introduced 
into the sy stem throngh the grated 
or finely cut raw lM*ef which is giv en 
to tlie sick jiersons. It is said tha t 
in Aby ssinia ev ery person has his 
tapeworm, because the people of tha t 
country prefer to eat their beef in a 
raw state. 
THE TRICHINA THE WORST. 
But of nil the parasites to which 
man is subject the trichina is the 
worst and the most to 1m» feared, for 
not only does it cause almost inv ari­ 
ably the death of those so unfor­ 
tunate as to lie its subject, but 
through it the commerce of nations is 
to a great ex tent impeded. Here 
again tlie fh'sh of the pig is the 
medium through which it enters the 
human sy stem, and ns the American 
hog is either justly or unjustly r**- 
gnrdcd by EurojM*jin gov ernments as 
iM'ing abov e ail others liable to be 
infected, they unite to ex clude our 
pork from their territory 's. How the 
trichina get into the hog was for 
a 
long 
time 
a 
mutter 
of 
great 
doubt, 
but the ftiet 
np- 
iM'urs to Im> now pretty well estab­ 
lished that the pig gets them from 
his fond ness for the flesh of the rat, 
in 
which nniuml th« *s» ' parasites 
abound. Where the rats get thern 
iH still unknown. Both in the rat 
and the hog the trichina remain un­ 
developed. They lie ineisted in the 
flesh with a potential v ita lity which 
would never Im* called into the body 
of man. There they not only .develop, 
but they ut once iMionte migratory 
and |M*u<*trate almost every organ of 
tin* hotly . 
When it is considered 
that tt single drachm weight may 
contain 10,000 trichina embry os we 
may form some idea of the number 
that might enter the human lax ly 
from even n single meal of raw or in- 
sutficiently cooked pork. 
It is thus Het>n that it was not with­ 
out reason that Moses and other la w-

■this analy sis lie applied to thea ni-

flesh eaters who an* not J ews nr*'par­ 
taking of diseased flesh during four 
months of each y ear of their lives. 
The information is startling when it 
is put forward in this plain and un- 
vjirnishiHl way . 
Fortunately , it is 
qmdifled by the cornet ion that in 
tlx * process of cooking the diseas**d 
meat the evil consequences sin* very 
largely removed. Still, it is not a 
pleasant subject for r* tl*** tion — Hi* h- 
a.-dson, iu Longman's Magazine. 


The Flesh of Diseased Animals. 
It is held by many (even among 
those who are not v egetarian*) tha t 
some serious diseases which now cf- 
fect the human family would be pre­ 
vented if animal food w ere not part 
of human sustenance. It is urged 
tha t fh'sh derived from diseased ani­ 
mals finds its way freely into the hu­ 
man l>ody , and tha t by its introduc­ 
tion disea se an* introdue**d. The 
fact that the flesh of diseased ani­ 
mals tbs's find its way into the market 
and on the table is Isy ond question. 
Our wise and discerning J ewi sh breth­ 
ren hav e taught us this truth In un- 
misfjikalile form. They , in oltedienee 
to their ancient law, hav e all their 
animal food duly inspected. 
Their 
returns on the subject are worth re­ 
cording. In 18 7 N out of22,308 ox en 
killed in London no fewer than 7 .8H.7

Mrs. Izeonowenssnv sin 
her “ Trav els in India,” that in the 
y ear 149 8 , just ten months and two 
day s after leav ing the port at Lisbon, 
Vasco da (iama landed on the coast 
of Malabar at Calicut, or, more prop­ 
erly , Kale Khoda, “ City of tlx * Black 
Goddess.” Calicut wa sa t tha t period 
not only a very ancient seaport, but 
an ex tensiv e territory , which, stretch­ 
ing along tlx * westercn coast of south­ 
ern India, reached fresh Bombay and 
the adjacent islands to Cape Comorin.

It was not until the middle 
of the sev enteenth century that calico 
printing was introduced into Europe. 
A knowledge of the art was aeouired 
l>y some of the serv ants of tlx * Dutch 
Elast India company and carried to 
Holland, whence it w jis introduced in 
London in the y ear 107 0.

Hundreds of People, Loyal Men, Wo­ 
men aud Children Turn out at the 
Ratification Meeting—An Attempt 
to Break up the Meeting by the Cry 
of ‘‘Fire'” Proves Fruitless.

Brainerd has never seen such a 
demonstration as was witnessed on 
Tuesday evening last. Tho people of 
Brainerd and Crow Wing county have 
discovered that 
tho distinguished 
descendant of old Tippecanoe, of all 
the candidate's whose names were 
presented at the Chicago convention, 
was their choice for president. From 
the day on w hich he was nominated 
up to the present time the enthusiasm 
has steadily increased and it cul­ 
minated in the demonstration of 
Tuesday evening. It was the first 
big gun of the season for Brainerd 
and even the elements smiled on the 
affair. Thousands of mea, women 
and children on the streets, with wav­ 
ing Hags and bands of music were 
some of the outward signs of jubilee. 
For some days the committee had 
been laboring to complete the ar­ 
rangements. Incoming trains brought 
people from Verndale, with their 
suberb 
band, 
Wadena, 
Motley, 
Gull River, Little Falls, Fort Rip­ 
ley, Aitkin and other neighboring 
towns. Long before the meeting the 
mammoth opera house was filled to 
overflowing and the spectacle was an 
impressive o il •. a veritable sea of faces. 
The stage was draped in the national 
colors and over it a glorious canopy 
of stars and stripes, and the effect was 
like several Fourths of July thrown 
together. 
THE PROCESSION, 
One of the notable features of the 
demonstration was the splendid pro­ 
cession which formed in front of 
Sleeper block, in which the Republi­ 
can headquarters are located, at 8:15 
p. rn. The Verndale band of eighteen 
pieces headed the column, directly 
behind them came the Brainerd hand. 
Immediately following 
the hands 
came the Harrison and Morton march­ 
ing club in new uniform" with torchi'S 
and in the rear a hundred loyal Re­ 
publicans who were unable to procure 
uniforms in time to fall in with the 
marching club. 
Numerous transpar­ 
encies with mottoes indicative of Re­ 
publican triumph this fall were also 
a feature. Sidewalks, st roots, windows 
and housetops were covered with 
spectators and cheers greeted them at 
every turn 


a t t h e o p e r a h o u s e . 
At 9 o'clock the vanguard of the 
procession entered the opera house to 
the Cheering music from the band 
Susj>ended from the stage was a large 
portrait of Benjamin Harrison in full 
view of the audience, and with all 
truth it can be said that he was the 
most distinguished guest of the even­ 
ing. On the stage were the Hon. R. 
G. Ilorr, Caph C. L. Spaulding, Judge 
Fleming, J. J. Howe and others. Mr. 
Spaulding, president of the Republi­ 
can club, finally arose and in fitting 
terms opened the meeting. After 
alluding to the importance of the 
present campaign, and the signs of 
victory that pervaded the very air. he 
introduced the speaker of the even­ 
ing. the Hon. Roswell G. Horr. 
The 
cheering was deafening as Mr. Horr 
stepped to the front of the platform. 
His speech in substance was as fol­ 
lows: 
A man would be peculiarly con­ 
stituted who would be unmoved by a 
greeting like this. 
I expected a fair 
turnout, not all Brainerd and {ill crea­ 
tion besides. 
What little there is of 
me, I am a Republican, and I shall 
discuss issues,to-night from a Repub­ 
lican standpoint 
I also want to say 
to every Demcrat here to-night I am 
going to tell you tho truth. 
I have 
been a Republican so long I could not 
tell anything else. 
I was a delegate 
to the Republican convention at Chi­ 
cago. I would like to have nominated 
a soldier of my own state. 
The con­ 
vention overruled me, but just us good 
a soldier was nominated after all. 
There wore many things done at that 
convention of which Americans may 
lie proud. For one thing, they sent a 
message to that great chieftain who 
has just fought the greatest battle of 
his life since the one he fought when 
he made that famous ride to Win­ 
chester. 
Another thing was to send 
congratulations to the great nation of 
Brazil, which had 
just abolished 
slavery. And so was liberated the 
last slave on American soil. It is 
good to belong to a party that alw-ays 
stands up for liberty. Did anybody 
notice the message of our present 
president to the nation of Brazil? He 
said he hoped they would find the fu­ 
ture would bear them out in what they 
had 
done. 
[Laughter.] 
Another 
thing that was said iii that platform 
was in favor of the freedom of the 
ballot box. In several localities of 
this country they have tried to thwart 
the will of the people. 
They tried it 
in Cincinnati, and several Democrats 
were sent to the penetentiary. They 
tried it in Chicago and several more 
Democrats were sent up. Strange 
that it is always the Democrats that 
do this. 
The next question was the great 
question of protection to American 
industry. 
That convention said that 
they were in favor of building up 
America first and the rest of the world 
afterwards. 
It said Americans should 
run America. 
Now, when Harrison 
was nominated I never heard a peep 
from England in favor of him. When­ 
ever I hear of England wanting any­ 
thing for ms iii a commercial way, that 
is always just what I don't want. 
I 
have always found England looking 
out for herself, and never looking out 
for anvlxxiv else. 
Look at the way 


she has treated Ireland, and driven 
her people to beggary. And it is be­ 
cause sho has done that, that Irishmen 
when they come over here do not vote 
the way that England would like them 
to vote. 
I believe in protecting 
American industries. I favor a pro­ 
tective tariff because it enables us to 
pay our workingmen more than they 
get anywhere else. But do you think 
that is robbing the people? I wonder 
if anybody is here who believes that ? 
The bounty on salt in one state made 
tho industry grow. The tariff was 
soon put on and the bounty was re­ 
pealed. 
The theory which they 
claim is that 50 cents a barrel was 
added to the cost of salt. But from 
the day we commenced to manufac­ 
ture salt instead of going up it wont 
down. To-day you can buy a barrel 
of salt in the valley where I live for 
50 cents, and it has been cheapened 
under the robbing process of our 
tariff. [Applause.] If we had never 
had that tariff we would never have 
had that competition and the price of 
salt would still be way up. Take an­ 
other industry’. 
Take steel rails. 
Under the process of the tariff thev 
have been steadily going down until 
to-day they are $32 a ton in the mar­ 
ket. There is a similar good record 
for silk. The Republican party, in 
the light of the past, has concluded 
that the best thing to do is to protect 
every industry in the United States. 
Next election President Cleveland will 
find out what the fanners mean by 
free wool. He already knows what 
they think up in Oregon. And I 
would build up not only Minnesota, 
but every state in this great country. 
Think of your mines, your great 
forests. Think of what nature has 
done for you here. Do you think the 
Lork would have built the state that 
way if he had supposed it was going 
Democratic ? Your state was built up 
by nature’s God with the intention 
that it should be ran by the Republi­ 
can party I laughter]; that it should 
be occupied by men who know how 
to build up American industry. 
Another thing we said in that plat­ 
form was that one thing to be done 
with that surplus is to build up the 
merchant marine. 
It was also said 
thatwe should strengthen our forts and 
give America standing abroad there­ 
by. And another word was said for 
the soldiers who had fought for this 
country. Now President Cleveland 
is going to hear from these soldiers 
at the next election. 
He has had 
four years with them, and they will 
make it right with him in about five 
minutes when the time comes. The 
boys don't like just what Cleveland 
has done in that pension matter. The 
soldiers have an idea that Cleveland's 
heart is not just right in this matter. 
The soldiers of tho country’ are going 
to vote more solidly for Harrison than 
they ever voted for any candidate be­ 
fore. And we also declare for the 
home and for sobriety in that plat­ 
form. 
Mr. Horr’s remarks on the prohibit 
tion question were quite inflated and 
he showed conclusively that a vote 
for a prohibition candidate was a di­ 
rect vote for democracy. The educa­ 
tional plank in the platform was dis­ 
cussed at length and he showed that 
in Republican localities the most 
education existed. 
Gen. Harrison 
was accused of having a grandfather 
by the Democrats, but lie was not to 
blame for that; he was one of the 
most clear cut and most honorable 
men in the whole oounty, and he was 
not to blame for being well bred. It 
was not a wonder that the Democrats 
did not like to talk about that fact. 
Mr. Horr rejoiced for belonging to a 
party which had a record that could 
bear to lie talked about and scrutini­ 
zed. 
Morton was paid a glowing 
tribute. He did not desire to say 
anything against Thurman either as 
a gentleman or a man of brains. 
In 
filet he was a trifle pleased at the 
Democrats having a few brains at one 
end of their ticket. 
No campaign 
since 1840 had started off and run it- 
sslf as had the Harrison campaign 
since the Chicago convention. The 
speaker's words to the old soldier were 
very affective and cheers filled the 
hall. 
At l l o'clock the speaker 
finished although there was much 
more that he would like to have said. 
The audience was held by Mr. Horr 
during the entire length of the speech 
and could the gentleman nave been 
prevailed upon 
they would have 
listened another hour without weary­ 
ing. Upon leaving the hall the torches 
were lighted and the march taken up 
to the Commercial Hotel where three 
cheers for Harrison 
and Morton, 
three cheers for Mr. Horr and as many 
more for the Veradale and Brainerd 
bands were given and the line of 
march ended. Everybody was satisfied 
that the glorious ratification meeting 
had been more than a success. 


n o t e s o f t h e d a y . 
Mr. Horr was entertained at the 
Commercial Hotel. 
Veradale will uniform their club 
after the style of the Brainerd club. 
The Veradale band received many 
compliments on their fine appearance. 
The marching club could have been 
swelled to 200 had the uniforms been 
received. 
Win. M. Dresskell, of this city, 
painted the portrait of Harrison which 
adorned the stage. 
When the parade reached Front 
street on the return one hundred and 
fifty roman candles were fired. 
The 
effect was beautiful. 
Applications for uniforms are being 
received daily and an order will be 
sent in shortly. All parties desiring 
them should deposit §2.25 with R. 
Caughie, Sam. Parker or D. W. Trav­ 
is, who will see that they get projier 
credit and that the uniform is de­ 
livered. 
When the speech was in progress 
and about half finished a small boy in 
the gallery yelled fire and came near 
creating a panic, but the audience 
was quited and no one left the hall. 
The blaze was in the old News build­ 
ing. From the fact that the boy who 
started the alarm came in and waited 
five minutes before he yelled fire and 
rim for dear life as soon as the words 
escaped his lips it looks as though the 
affair was a scheme to break up the 
meeting, especially as the fire alarm 
did not sound until after he left the 
opera house. 
The scheme didn’t 
work and no one imagines that any 
respectable jierson belonging to the 
opposite party countenanced the ac­ 
tion.

Harrison Indorsed. 
Tim grand council of the Inde­ 
pendent Labor Party of the United 
States met in Detroit Mich., this week. 
to decide uf>on their i*dicy for the 
coming campaign. 
President Taylor 
moved that Harrison {aid Mortem be 
indorsed as tho candidates of the 
Independent Leis :• party for presi­ 
dent and vie*‘-pro-1-lent of the United 
States. The motion was unanimously 
carried, and resolutions were adopted 
censuring Cleveland for certain acts 
of his administration. 


How Free Trade Would Work. 
An exchange looks at it in this way: 
If, JLS it is claimed, free trade would 
reduce the cost of living exactly in 
proportion to the reduction of wages 
so that with work at seventy-five cents 
a day, still it must be admitted that 
it would take him just twice as long 
to pay off a debt already contracted 
as it does at present, and as nearly 
everybody is in debt, it certainly 
would not lie desirable to make the 
change. 
But there is a class that 
would be benefitted by such a reduc­ 
tion. 
The man with actual ready 
cash could then, with the same amount 
buy twice as much as he can with it 
now. 
This is a matter for every poor 
man to consider in the present cam­ 
paign, for every fair minded man 
must admit that lower tariff or free 
trade means less remuneration for the 
wage worker than at present. 


T he Journal says that more than 
three times as many people come 
from Germany as oome from England. 
This is true of England, alone, but 
inasmuch as all Great Britain Eng­ 
land, Scotland, Ireland and Wales— 
are alike affected by English free 
trade laws, and ought, therefore, to 
be taken together in this comparison, 
let us see just what the emigration of 
these countries is. The population of 
Germany is 46,852,780, and Great 
Britain has a population of35,241,582. 
During the sixty years preceeding 
the last compilations, there came from 
Germany to this country 3,000,000 of 
people, and from Great Britain 4,600,- 
000. In other words protection Ger­ 
many with a population of nearly 
forty-seven million of souls gives up 
3,000,000 of her people, while free 
trade Great Britain, with only three- 
fourths as much of a population sends 
us 4,600,000. Based upon the popu­ 
lation of these countries the Journal’s 
statement is utterly false, and was un­ 
doubtedly made for the purpose of 
nauseating its readers. 
If the Jour­ 
nal wanted to be truthful, it would 
say that Germany with her forty-sev­ 
en millions of people ought to send 
more than twice as many emigrants 
to this country as England with a 
population of less than twenty-five 
millions. And again, as everybody 
knows, the emigration from Germany 
is due almost entirely to the odious 
military laws of that country. 


Free Trade Cleveland. 
Of Grover Cleveland’s letter ad­ 
dressed to Tammany in response to 
tho invitation to tjfko part in that so­ 
ciety’s celebration of the Fourth of 
July, the London Times says: 
It would hardly be i>ossible to put 
the free-trade case more clearly or 
more strongly, and yet President 
Cleveland .shrinks from the use of the 
term “free trade,” and, in fact, declares 
that those who taunt him with being 
a free trailer are deceiving the coun­ 
try. 
* * * It is certain that the 
arguments which President Cleveland 
urges are those which Cobden used to 
employ forty-five years ago, and which 
any English free trader would employ 
now. Such propositions as that taxa­ 
tion ought to bo strictly limited by 
the needs of the country; that it is 
unjust to tax tho whole community 
for the benefit of special classes; that 
import duties stifle production and 
limit tho area of a country’s markets, 
are purely free-trade arguments. As 
such we are very glad to see President 
Cleveland using them. 
The London News takes the same 
view of the matter as it contemporary 
for it says: 
President Cleveland shows that he is 
the free trade candidate in everything 
but name. 
The reservation is an im- 
l>ortant one for American party pur­ 
poses. 
The president feels compelled 
to characterize the attempt to brand 
him as a free trader as deception, but 
for all that the electoral conflict is 
between free trade and protection I 
and nothing else.

He was 
seen in close communion with several 
of the local politicians of Democratic 
persuasion.—Exchange.

DISEASEFROM BEASTS. 


Tiff4 fact that many of the diseases 
which affect animals are capable of 
being contracted by man i« no long­ 
er a matter for discussion. We see 
evidences of its truth oil all sides and 
we make use of the knowledge in or­ 
der to protract ourselves from other 
diseases to which mankind is subject. 
Thus we take the matter engendered 
by the cowpox and by inoculating 
ourselves with it protect ourselves 
from that great scourge of former 
days—smallpox. It is well known, 
too, that Pasteur asserts his ability 
to secure the immunity of the human 
subject from hydrophobia by inocula­ 
ting with attenuated hydrophobia 
virus, but it is by no means yet 
proved that his efforts have in a sin­ 
gle case been successful. The late 
Mr. Darwin relied upon the fact that 
animals are subject to many of the 
diseases which are met with in man­ 
kind for one of his 
chief argu­ 
ments in favor of the identity of 
origin of man and those Indow him 
in the scale of creation. Tims not 
only hydrophobia and smallpox, but 
glanders, cholera and certain skin 
diseases, ran lie communicated from 
animals to man. In addition to 
I bes** strictly contagious afhitions, 
the lower animals are subject to oth­ 
er diseases to which man is liable. 
Among these ar** consumption, ca­ 
tarrh, apoplexy, incarnation of th** 
I bowels and certain affections of the 
| brain and spinal cord, causing con­ 
vulsions. tremor and paralysis.

not finding a congenial house, make 
their way at once to various parts 
of the body, especially the muscles 
jim! flesh. There they remain quies­ 
cent, reaching no further stage of de­ 
velopment until they are eaten by 
man. Then they awaken into activ­ 
ity, for they now find for the first 
time in their existence tho food which 
is necessary to enable them to arrive 
at maturity. 
The armed tapeworm comes to us 
through the pig, while the unarmed 
is acquired from eating the raw or 
imperfectly cooked flesh of the ox. 
This latter is frequently introduced 
into the system through the grated 
or finely cut raw beef which is given 
to the sick parsons. It is said that 
in Abyssinia every person has his 
tajjeworm, because the people of that 
country prefer to eat their beefin a 
raw state. 
THE TRICHINA THE WORST. 
But of all the parasites to which 
man is subject the trichina is the 
worst and the most to he feared, for 
not only does it cause almost invari­ 
ably the de.it ll of those so unfor­ 
tunate as to lie its subject, but 
through it the com morn1 of nations is 
to ii. great extent impeded. Here 
i i i i i the flesh of the pig is t lo? 
medium through which it enters the 
human system, and as the American 
hog is either justly or unjustly re­ 
garded by European governments as 
lieing above jill others liable to be 
infected, they unite to exclude our 
pork from their territories. How the 
trichina get into the hog was for 
a 
long 
time 
ji 
matter 
of 
great 
doubt, 
but the fact 
ap­ 
p lies to b«* now pretty well estjib- 
jished that tho pig gets them from 
his fondness for the flesh of the rat, 
in 
which aniuml these parasites 
abound. Where the nits get them 
is still unknown. 
Both in the nit 
and the hog the trichina renniin un­ 
developed. They lie ineisted in the 
flesh with ji potential vitality which 
would never be called into the body 
of man. There they not only .develop, 
but they at once become migratory 
and penetrate id most every organ of 
th** body. 
When it is considered 
that ji single drachm weight nmy 
contain IU,OOH trichina embryos we 
may form some idea of the number 
that might enter the human body 
from even ji sing!** meal of raw or in­ 
sufficiently cooked pork. 
It is thus seen tim! it was not with­ 
out reason that Moses and other law­ 
givers have prohibited pork as jill 
article of food. It is not to be sup­ 
pose] that they knew' anything of 
the cysticemis, the tapeworm or the 
triclyna, but it is quite certain that 
they mid observed crises of diseas** 
arise from the eating of pork and 
they therefor** very wisely made the 
hog what nature had already made 
it, an unclean animal.

The Flesh of Diseased Animals. 
It is held by many (even among 
those who are not vegetarians) that 
some serious diseases which now ef­ 
fect the human filmily would be pre­ 
vented if animal lood were not part 
of human sustenance. It is urged 
that flesh derived from diseased ani- 
rujils finds its way freely into the hu­ 
man body, and that by its introduc­ 
tion diseases are introduced. The 
fact that the flesh of diseased ani- 
nials does find its way in to the market 
and on the table is ls*yon<l question. 
Our w ise and discerning Jewi sh breth­ 
ren have taught us this truth in un- 
mistakable form. They, in obedience 
to their ancient law, have all their 
animal food duly inspected. 
Their 
returns on the subject are worth re­ 
cording. In l878 out of22,308 oxen 
killed in London no fewer than 7,885 
or nearly ji third, wen* rejected as 
(liscjtsral. Out of 3,330 calves 7^5 
were rejected. Out of 41,550 sheep 
13,01‘J were rejected. In the year 
1N70, in the course of 50 weeks* out 
of ji tot id of 22,387 oxen 9,531 were 
rejected; out ofa total of3,091 calves 
I,028 were re je c te d ; of 38,302 sheep 
II,820 were rejected. 
In 1880, from 
•July to lira*. 25—25weeks—out of 
13.110 oxen 0,143 were rejected. Of 
cidves numlx-ring 1,904 as many as 
034 were rejected; and out of 19,743 
sheep 5,535 were refused for food 1k*- 
eause of the presence of disease, if 
this analysis be applied to the ani­ 
mal food consumed outside th** Jew­ 
ish pill** in the l nitral Kingdom, 
about one-third of such food gives 
some evidence of discjis**; so that 
flesh eaters who are riot Jews are par­ 
o lin g of diseased flesh during four 
mouths of each year of their lives.

How Calico Got Us Name. 


Sm ith’s Researcher. 
The derivation of this word is very 
interesting jis of such Jill ancient date 
is its origin. Mrs. Lrauiowenssjlysin 
her “Travels in India,” that in the 
year 1498, just ten months and two 
days Jitter leaving the port at Lisbon, 
Yaseo (la Gama landed oil the coast 
of Malabar ;it Calicut, or, more prop­ 
erly, Kale Rhoda, “City of the Black 
Goddess.”
